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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1.182, filed on 6 
June, 2002, to correct the last name of the second inventor. 

The petition is DISMISSED AS MOOT. 

Petitioners request that the last name of the second inventor be 
changed from "TAKAHASHI" to —NAGASAWA—. However, a review of 
the declaration filed in compliance with 37 CFR 1.63 lists the 
last name of the second inventor as "Nagasawa". As the 
declaration correctly lists the inventor's name, no petition is 
necessary. 

As this petition was not due to an error on the part of the 
USPTO, the petition fee will not be refunded.
